Chicago Student 
Slain By Spouse 


CHICAGO— (ZP) —The wife of 
a graduate student at the Univer­ 
sity of Chicago was found fatally 
shot in her home last night and 
her husband, police said, admitted 
killing her a week ago. 
Frank O’Sullivan, acting chief 
of detectives, said the Harold Ro­ 
land Markham, 35, said 
he 
had 
jeontinued living in the couple’s 
two-room home since the shooting 
on March 27. 
O’Sullivan quoted M arkham as 
saying that he shot and killed his 
wife, Mary Elizabeth, 35, a law 
clerk, during a quarrel. Police said 
Mrs. Markham was shot twice in 
the face and once in the back. 
The shooting, O’Sullivan 
said 
Markham related, followed a heat­ 
ed quarrel over his wife’ insist­ 
ence that they return to their for­ 
mer home in Cleveland. Markham 
said he refused as he did not want 
to quit studying for his bachelor of 
Ib rary science degree at the Uni­ 
versity of Chicago. 
O’Sullivan said 
Markham 
ap­ 
peared at the detective bureau last 
night and told of the shooting. He 
accompanied police to his home, 
which is a temporary housing pro­ 
ject near the university campus. 
* The detective 
said 
Markham 
told him -'that after the shooting 
in the bedroom of the small home, 
he left and walked the streets all 
night. 
The next day, and for the next 
six nights, O’Sullivan said M ark­ 
ham continued, he lived at his 
home, eating his meals and sleep­ 
ing there. Markham said that when 
he left home yesterday morning he 
filled the keyhole to his door with 
a liquid cement so that no one 
could enter.

M ilk Given Notice 
Under an agreement with Wage 
Stabilization Board chairman Na­ 
than P. Feinsingei\ the union is 
committed to give a 96-hour no­ 
tice to the industry before a strike. 
This period gives mills time to 
cool furnaces and guard against 
permanent damage to equipment. 
The wage talks fell through af­ 
ter the union turned down a com­ 
pany offer to boost wages nine 
cents an hour and provide fringe 
benefits. 
Industry negotiators estimated 
the offer at 16 cents an hour. Mur­ 
ray figured it at 14*/2 cents. 
Pay Now $1.88 
The union chief said he refused 
the offer because it was less than 
increases proposed by the WSB. 
The WSB recommended a 17*4- 
cent-an-hour increase and other 
benefits. 
Steel pay now averages $1.88 
an hour. 
The industry had estimated the 
WSB proposal would cost comp­ 
anies about 30 cents an hour. It 
had asked a $12-a-ton increase in 
the price of steel to meet the cost. 
Prices now average $110 a ton. 
But Price Stabilizer Ellis Arnall 
turned down any “special price 
increase,” and thus limited any 
rise to the slightly more than $2 
a ton allowed under price controls.

The initial impact of the tele­ 
graph walkout, over a wage dis­ 
pute, cut the usual w ire message 
flood to a trickle.

In a series of amendments, the 
Senate laid down firm rules that

mination of provisions permitting 
the highway department to take 
over the bridge to protect bond­

Rough „Spots Ahead, 
But No Depression 
A 
S everyone knows, the arms program is 
playing an increasingly important role 
in sustaining and expanding the American 
economy. This year we will spend close to 
. $50,000,000,000 for national security pur­ 
poses. 
The peak annual rate may be as 
much as $65,0<K),OOO,OOO. So a great many 
people are wondering just what is going 
to happen when, and if, war spending is 
sharply reduced. In other words, will we 
be in for another big depression? 
Answer to that run the gamut, from the 
pessimists who think the next depression 
will dwarf that of the ’30s, to the optimists 
who argue that any really substantial break 
is virtually impossible. One interesting and 
informed discussion of the possibilities re­ 
cently appeared in U. S. News & World 
Report. It took the form of an interview 
with A. S. McLeod, who is chief of that 
magazine’s Economic Unit, and w’ho served 
for many years as an economist and con­ 
sultant for private business in the field of 
trend forecasting. 
In Mr. McLeod’s opinion, a crash on the 
1929 scale is “highly improbable,” for the 
reason that “the situation sifter the arms 
program slows and stabilizes is to bear no 
semblance to that of 1929.” As he pointed 
opt, there have been no such excesses in 
security speculation as there were then. In 
those days, securities were widely held on 
long margins, and some 39 per cent of all 
loans by Federal Reserve member banks 
were against securities. Today, he says, se­ 
curity loans total less than five per cent of 
all outstanding loans, and most securities 
are owned outright 
He also finds the situation very different 
from that of 1929 in the case of mortgage 
credit Then mortgages were written for 
relatively short periods of time and were 
not of the amortizing type. Today the typi­ 
cal mortgage runs for 15 years or more, 
and it 
gradually amortized — in other 
words, the mortgagee pays it off much as 
a man pays rent 
Thus, Mr. McLeod ob­ 
serves, “there cannot be a forced liquida­ 
tion of this type of credit either on urban 
dwellings or on farms.” 
He 
says 
also, 
“Bank failures, under almost any conceiv­ 
able situation, are a thing of the past on a 
wholesale scale.” 
This doesn’t mean that he believes the 
outlook to be IOO per cent rosy. His guess 
is that when the arms spending is heavily 
cut back, the level of general industrial ac­ 
tivity may decline IO to 20 per cent, and 
total national spending might drop around 
IO per cent. This decline will last one to 
two years. “By that time,” he says, “if gov­ 
ernment policies are not discouraging to 
businessmen, things probably would get 
better.” 
Mr. McLeod lays heavy stress on our 
rapid population rise—a factor which he 
thinks is not getting as much attention as 
it deserves. Our population is growing at a 
rate of 2,000,000 a year or so, and new 
family units are being formed at the rate 
of 1,000,000 a year. 
That, 
he points out, 
means a heavy demand for homes, appli­ 
ances. automobiles, and all kinds of goods, 
services, and facilities. 
In sum, Mr. McLeod sees some rough 
spots ahead but nothing comparable to ’29. 
Many other serious students of trends are 
in general agreement with him. 
i 


I and corruption in the federal service, there 
was general suspicion that Morris would

His dismissal yesterday by 
McGrath confirmed the suspicions of the 
skeptics. McGrath, who appointed Morris, 
never really intended any honest-to-gosh 
sleuthing. 
For that matter, the fumbling 
manner in which Mr. Truman has handled 
the problem conveys the impression that 
he, too, was merely window-dressing and 
that he didn’t want any of the Democratic 
dirty linen exposed on the line during this 
political year of 1952. 
And yet graft and corruption is the big 
issue in the approaching campaign. It is an 
issue greater than creeping socialism and 
bigger even than burdensome taxes, issues 
which under other circumstances would be 
sufficient cause for the voters to demand a 
change. 
This Whole mess is further aggravated 
by the fact that so much of the story de­ 
velops around the Department of Justice, 
an agency of federal service that by its 
very nature should represent the highest 
standard of integrity and ethics. 
The Morris-McGrath episode in the story 
of federal graft and how to stop it is so 
bizarre that even the staunchest party |o l- 
lowers must concede that a change in ad­ 
ministration is essential to the well-being 
of the country.

CIVILIAN TICKET WRITERS 
(Detroit Free Press) 
W ert glad to see that Police Commis­

The suggestion was to the effect that 
these IOO men would be uniformed, work 
under Police Department auspices, and yet 
have no police powers other than to write 
violations tickets.

Childbirth Is Safer Now V/ith 
Advances In Medical Science

It is safer to have a child now than ever 
before. The graveyards of even 75 years 
ago often carried pathetic markers saying 
“Died in Childbirth.” Now, this is a rarity, 
thanks to th# almost complete conquest of 
infection, improved methods of maternal 
care, better physician training, discovery 
of new drugs and education. 
Progress has been great even in the last 
few years. In the early 1930’s the campaign 
against preventable deaths 
from 
child­ 
bearing was speeded up. Th# emphasis of 
thus campaign was on complete care during 
the entire pregnancy and afterwards and 
against deaths which were known to be 
preventable. 
The 
discovery of tho sulfa drugs and 
penicillin only a few years back, so valu­ 
able for puerperal infections 
(child-bod 
fever), has, of course, helped enormously. 
Between 1939 and 1943 there was a larger 
reduction in deaths from puerperal 
*ep- 
ticemia (blood stream infection) than ftom 
•ny other single cause. The roto woe cut 
by more than half among white 
women,

er toxic condition which occasionally oc­ 
cur in pregnancy were cut by one-third. 
Among colored women progress was al­ 
so 
substantial. 
The decline in maternal 
m ortality among colored women between 
1939 and 1943 was 33 per cent against 40 
per cent for white women. 
BENEFITS ALL AGES 
The benefits of recent improvements ap­ 
pear in all age groups, 
though the older 
mothers have not benefited (at least until 
recently) as much as the younger ones. Al­ 
though mothers 35 and over bear only a 
small proportion of all the children, about 
one-fourth of all the deaths from child­ 
birth come from this group. The possibil­ 
ities of further improving the chances of 
the older mothers is a challenge. 
Although infections of mothers are now 
rare, there are several unsolved causes of 
trouble, particularly the toxemias of preg­ 
nancy which still need to be conquered if 
childbirth is to be made entirely safe. Un- 
til thif, too, can be mastered we must re­ 
main unsatisfied even though childbirth is 
much safer than ever before.

Handicaps are a divorce 
which, though not of his choosing, would 
make him the first divorced man to serve 
in the White House; he also testified for 
Alger Hiss. 
Senator Estes Kefauver of Tennessee— 
Age 48. A proven vote-getter. 
His 
per­ 
formance against the well-organized Tru­ 
man machine in New Hampshire was noth­ 
ing short of a political miracle. 
However, 
since it’s always customary to throw stones 
at the man in the lead, Kefauver is getting 
his share—especially from 
jealous 
col­ 
leagues. 
Actually 
Kefauver has shown 
more courage on civil rights than any other 
Southern senator, pioneered 
on 
public 
housing, voted against the poll tax, 
has 
campaigned diligently for a united Europe, 
and saw the importance of a corruption 
cleanup two years ahead of anyone else. 
The people like him but 
the 
politicians 
don’t. 
Senator Brien McMahon of Connecticut— 
Age 48—Has done more constructive work 
for peace and foreign affairs than any oth- 
| er senator. Had the vision to see the im­ 
portance of atomic energy and establish 
the Atomic Energy 
Committee. 
Having 
served on the 
Justice 
Department, 
he 
knows Washington as few others. Unfor­ 
tunately, religious prejudice having be?n 
stirred up over the Vatican issue, 
Mc­ 
Mahon, a Catholic, would have hard sled­ 
ding. 
Governor G. Mennen Williams of Michi­ 
gan—Age 41. 
One of the coming men in 
the Democratic party. He startled normally 
Republican Michigan by winning the gov­ 
ernorship in 1948, and repeated in 1950. 
Few Democratic governors get re-elected 
in that state. Reason for W illiams’ politi­ 
cal success is a record which makes many 
Republicans vote tor him. 
Scion of the 
Williams-Mennen shaving soap family, he 
is called “Soapy”. He learned about gov­ 
ernment under the late Justice and Attor­ 
ney General Frank Murphy. Williams says 
he doesn’t want to run. but he’d be a great 
vote getter as vice president.

Includes Horseburger Scandals

CHICAGO — (NEA)— In Illi­ 
nois’ April 8 prim ary, it’s officially 
Taft vs. Stassen. But they’re get­ 
ting pretty stiff competition from 
such unscheduled items as horse- 
burgers, phantom payrollers and 
the m urder of a 
Chicago 
ward 
politician. 
Illinois politics never was a gen­ 
tle jousting among men of angelic 
deportment. 
But the scandalous 
events disclosed in recent months 
have shaken the citizenry. 
They 
make a mere presidential popu­ 
larity test seem pale stuff. 
The horsemeat affair is making 
the biggest impact. Investigations 
showed 
that 
some 
25 
million 
pounds of horsemeat were sold as 
beef in Chicago alone in 1950 and 
1951. Since the disclosures began, 
17 men have been indicted on 
counts of bribe-taking, bribe-pay­ 
ing, conspiracy and armed rob­ 
bery. The chief state food inspec­ 
tor has been fired, and 14 aides 
dismissed or suspended. The Chi­ 
cago health commissionlr is under 
indictment. 
Senator Taft and Harold Stas­ 
sen, former Minnesota governor, 
would have to go IO rounds in the 
ring to take the play away from 
this kind of news. 
Even without 
the juicy competition the Repub­ 
lican 
prim ary 
race 
probably 
would not shape up as much of 
a tussle. 
For it has the look of 
a one-sided, cut and dried Taft 
triumph. 
Senator Kefauver of Tennessee 
has no competition at all in the 
Democratic column. 
It’s only a 
question of how big a showing he 
can make. 
Naturally the party 
regulars, 
officially 
devoted 
to 
President Truman, will seek to 
discourage 
a 
heavy 
Kefauver 
vote. 
They may also try to make Gov. 
Adlai Stevenson look better than 
Kefauver as presidential timber 
by amassing a big vote for him 
in his unopposed race for renom­ 
ination.

Ii really doesn’t take a cata­ 
logue of scandal to convince you 
that Illinois gets a real bite into its 
politics. 
This is an organization 
state, a place where campaigns 
are figured on a dollars-per-pre- 
cinct basis. 
And the organization 
plays hard. 
Among the Republicans, 
Taft 
is the overwhelming choice of the 
organization. 
The GOP does not 
have the leverage of state job 
control, 
but 
the 
regulars 
still 
know a variety of ways to visit 
reprisals upon anyone who might 
decide to be “irregular.” Devia- 
tionists are rare in Illinois. 
Some evidence exists that Taft 
may indeed be the favorite of the 
Republican 
electorate 
in

state. A private poll taken by one 
observer indicated a preponder­ 
ance of the professionals felt Taft 
would go better than Eisenhowef 
or Stassen in their areas.

to Senator 
Dirksen of Illinois, believes that 
with a favorable break the or­ 
ganization will elect all 50. 
At 
the worst he sees a loss of only 
five, and figures moderate luck 
will cost Taft just two delegates. 
Although 
41 
other 
delegate 
candidates filed for the race, no 
other candidate has nearly a full 
slate. 
Many of the extras are 
Taft men. 
A few indicate Dirk­ 
sen as their man, and apparently 
would vote for Taft if chosen. 
About IO have declared for Eisen­ 
hower. 
Out of Illinois’ >25 dis­ 
tricts, only around half show any 
opposition to Taft candidates for 
the post of alternate delegate. 


If there is any break in the 
charmed Taft circle, the delegate 
winners will almost certainly be 
Eisenhower 
men. 
The 
Illinois 
Eisenhower committee, composed 
largely of 
businessmen 
without 
political background, is concen­ 
trating its fire on half a dozen 
places where it sees a good chance 
of cracking through. 
But, inevitably, this 
effort is 
being met by counter-force from 
the Taft group, which has such 
easy going in many spots that it 
has energy to burn. 
Since 
the 
organization 
will 
govern the state convention, all 
IO delegates at large will be in 
the Taft camp. 
One 
thing 
that disturbs the 
Taft leaders is the senator’s evi­ 
dent unpopularity among Illinois 
Negroes. 
Here the popular Dirk­ 
sen, nominally Taft’s state man­ 
ager, may prove of real help. One 
or two delegates may fall to Taft 
by being elected as Dirksen men. 
Eisenhower leaders think a good 
many 
victorious

delegates 
could easily turn to Ike in the 
Chicago convention if Taft should 
sag. 
Some neutrals agree. Hence 
Ike’s lieutenants are plugging to 
get names on petitions to impress 
winning delegates with the gen­ 
eral’s popularity.

ABOUT TIMBER PRODUCTION 
Dear Editor: 
Recently the papers carried an 
article, the effect of which was to 
create an erroneous idea of the 
possibilities of the Upper Penin­ 
sula 
regarding 
TIMBER 
PRO­ 
DUCTION for the future. 
That article tried 
to 
compare 
log production in the pine days 
with the present production of all 
kinds of forest products. 
It was correct with regard to 
saw timber but did not take into 
account the growth and markets 
we now have. 
For instance, poplar, balm, bal­ 
sam, white birch, which are the 
fast growing types were but weeds 
in the mind of the log men, but 
are now all used in some way or 
another, mainly in paper making. 
Of these types we have a tre­ 
mendous acreage growing as well 
as many acres of immature hard­ 
woods such a maple, birch, bass­ 
wood, elm. 
At the present time these hard­ 
woods are being used in the east 
for pulpwood and no doubt will 
be here in the future. These types 
however grow very slowly. 
My experience is 
that 
poplar 
and balm will mature to a mer­ 
chantable size in 35 years while 
highland spruce, balsam and white 
birch w ill get to a merchantable 
size in 45 to 50 years. 
All stands do not grow at the 
same rate as improverished sites 
have to be built up by nature af­ 
ter a fire and the water table has 
considerable influence also. 
Fires are not all the same. When 
they occur in a dry area, or where 
the natural seed bed is dried out 
down to the soil and nature then 
has a tremendous job of rebuild­ 
ing up the soil to where it will 
maintain a forest crop. 
Where the fire occurs while this 
seed bed is still wet, called a flash 
fire, natural re-forestation 
will 
take care of itself in most in­ 
stances. Where these fires have 
occurred when the seed bed was 
dried out, nature starts 
rebuild­ 
ing through grasses 
coming 
in 
then poplar seed, carried by the 
wind will germinate and throw off 
its leaves and twigs which rot and 
form a mulch or fertilizer which 
in time will restore a proper site 
for a forest. 
The first poplar to germinate in 
this kind of an area# will 
not 
amount to much but will help to 
•eed the area, providing the seeds 
can get down to the mineral soil 
and the ferns will come in under 
the poplar and help to rebuild this 
soil. 
This brings us to what can we 
do to help maintain our forests: 
First eliminate fires. 
Second stop 
cutting 
immature 
Umber. 
Third help nature by scarify-

In my mind there are four kinds 
of maturity: First, age; second, in­ 
sect 
damage; 
third, 
economic; 
fourth, wind d a m a g e . All of the 
above should have consideration 
in proper re-forestation. 
If our forest lands can be pro­ 
perly handled I think

have forests ’till the end of time.

WASHINGTON—41)—Th# Senate

sial tidelands bill giving states, 
instead of the federal government, 
clear title to oil-rich lands in their 
coastal areas. 
The House has passed a some­ 
what similar bill, but the measure 
to still far from becoming law. 
•First, 
differences 
between 
the 
Senate and House bills must be 
ironed out. Lawmakers do not be­ 
lieve this will be difficult. 
The finally approved bill then 
goes to President Truman, who 
vetoed a similar measure in 1946 
and may veto the new one. 
Following the 50 to 35 Senate 
rollcall vote. 
Senators expressed 
conflicting opinions whether the 
legislation could be passed by the 
required two-thirds majority over 
the anticipated veto. 
The Senate measure gives the 
states outright ownership to the 
lands beneath the marginal seas 
for a distance of three miles out 
from their shores, except in the 
cases of Texas and Florida, where 
the distance is 10% miles because 
of conditions under which they 
were admitted as states. 
The House bill not only gives the 
states title to the marginal belt, 
but provides also that the states 
should receive 37% per cent of all 
revenues from oil and gas develop­ 
ments in the continental shelf out 
beyond the state seaward boun­ 
daries. 
The Supreme Court has ruled 
that the federal government has 
paramount rights to submerged 
coastal areas. 
However, if Con­ 
gress passes a law saying the 
states own such areas, the court 
ruling would not apply.

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia—When 
Marshal Tito broke with Russia, 
he brought Yugoslavia out from 
behind the iron curtain, but the 
communist system still remains. 
Tito is still very much a dictator. 
By and large the people are in 
wretched circumstances. 
We have no doubt that the few 
days we spent in Yugoslavia gave 
us an insight into the kind of ex­ 
istence we would see in any of the 
satellite nations, or even Russia 
itself. 
It alm ost defies descrip­ 
tion. 
It is as though a whole 
country w ere on the WPA. Every­ 
one does as little work as pos­ 
sible. 
The streets* are dirty. The 
buildings are going to pot.

“America must be wonderful”— 
I have spent the last couple of 
evenings with a young Yugosla­ 
vian newspaperman. 
He is one 
of the many thousands of young 
patriots who believe implicitly in 
the doctrine of communism and 
the infallibility of Marshall Tito. 
For very obvious reasons it would 
be unwise to use his real name 
here, so let’s just call him Boris. 
Because we w ere in the same 
kind of work, Boris did everything 
possible to help us in every way 
he could during our stay in Bel­ 
grade. 
He loved to sit by the 
hour and compare the changes 
that had taken place in his own 
country with those in the early 
days of the Am erican Republic. 
He said he thought George Wash­ 
ington was one of the greatest men 
in history because he led his peo­ 
ple in a revolution against Eng­ 
land and brought freedom to the 
colonies of America. 
He had a 
lot of praise, too, for Abraham 
Lincoln because he freed the slav­ 
es in the war between the states. 
So far so good. 
But Boris fell 
flat on his face when he tried to 
find a counterpart in the United 
States for the great Yugoslavian 
god, Tito. Nobody, thank Heaven, 
had yet 
turned 
the 
American 
economy completely upside down 
and instituted a “scientific demo­ 
cracy” in which the “people” own­ 
ed everything and ran everything. 
And he never did quite explain 
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the reasons for the terribly low 
standard of living in Yugoslavia 
as compared with that in a free 
enterprise economy. 
But Boris seemed 
willing 
to 
learn. 
He 
couldn’t 
imagine 
a 
country in which most of the peo­ 
ple drove their own cars back and 
forth to work. It was difficult for 
him to believe that most Amer­ 
ican workers’ homes had bathtubs 
and television sets, and electric 
refrigerators. He could only hope 
that because both his country and 
America were born of revolution, 
there might come a day when 
Yugoslavian workers, too, might 
enjoy the same things. 
He just 
doesn’t understand the principle 
of mass production in a free econ­ 
omy.

Right Arm For A Visa — Boris 
w anted to know why it was that 
Yugoslavian newspapermen could 
not obtain visas to enter the Unit­ 
ed States on inspection tours sim­ 
ilar to the kind we were making 
throughout Europe and the Middle 
East. 
I tried to tell him about 
the McCarran bill, which practi­ 
cally made it impossible 
for 
a 
communist to visit America, but 


I’m afraid my explanation wasn’t 
very effective. 
I tried to pass the whole thing 
off by telling him that when I re­ 
turned hom e I would look into the 
situation and, if I found there was 
any w ay at all that he could get 
a visa, I would be glad to let him 
know. 
I cautioned him, however, 
that once he got a taste of free­ 
dom under the American way of 
life, he would never w ant to re­ 
turn to Yugoslavia. 
It was then that I saw his face 
light up for the first time. “Your 
country m ust be wonderful,” he 
said. “I’d give my right arm to 
see it.” 
On the morning we left Yugo­ 
slavia, there was quite a crowd of 
people at the airport to see us off. 
Among those gathered there was 
Boris. 
He stood in a long line of 
well wishers, most of whom were 
representatives of the government. 
We passed down the line shaking 
hands w ith each person and say­ 
ing goodbye. 
When I came to Boris, his face 
was w reathed in a big 
smile. 
I 
took his hand and said, “Now 
don’t forget, someday you’re go­ 
ing to come and see us.” 


The smile faded quickly. 
His 
eyes shifted from one to the other 
of the communists standing beside 
him. The only word he said was 
“goodbye,” but somehow I ima­ 
gined that he squeezed my hand 
a little harder than the rest. 
I am now convinced more than 
ever that when you expose an 
inhabitant of a communist coun­ 
try to the kind of freedom we en­ 
joy in America, he has little stom­ 
ach for the “scientific democracy” 
that has destroyed him as an in­ 
dividual in his own land.

(Q) “We have a man and wo­ 
man in our neighborhood who 
are always building up some­ 
thing about somebody else. 
If 
they hear the least little thing, 
they add much more just to 
cause 4rouble. Yet they pretend 
to be such friends to your face. 
No one likes trouble or to have 
someone say things about them 
all the time. We try not to have 
anything to do with them. What 
makes people do such things and 
how do you deal with such peo­ 
ple?” 
R. N. 
(A) People who are “backbit­ 
ers’ feel important by being able 
to cause trouble.. They feel they 
are the center of attention when 
they gossip about other people. 
The reason they use such un­ 
social ways of getting satisfaction 
is that they are eaten 
up with 
jealously. They are secretly get­ 
ting their revenge on others whom 
they feel are unfriendly to them 
or who may have more material 
possessions than they. 
This kind 
of behavior is indicative 
of 
a 
“sick personality” 
or 
one 
that 
shows a mental quirk. 
Of course no one likes a bite- 
backer. 
And, it is very unplea­ 
sant to live in 
a 
neighborhood 
where there are people who take 
pleasure out of trying to stir up 
trouble among their neighbors. 
Why not organize your neigh­ 
bors to show a solid front against 
these troublemakers. 
If you are 
disturbed and angry 
about 
the 
way they behave, you can be sure 
their other victims 
are 
equally 
angry and resentful. 
Therefore, it should not be hard 
for you to organize a united front 
against these two. Decide among 
yourselves that you will neither 
listen to nor 
believe 
anything 
these people say about any of the 
other members of the neighbor­ 
hood. 
When the 
troublemakers 
discover that they have no aud­ 
ience, they may decide to reform. 
You can also do much to stop 
their troublemaking by telling 
them, point-blank, that you are 
going to check what they said 
about someone with that person 
himself. No one is more coward­ 
ly than a backbiter. 
So long as 
he thinks he has clear sailing, he 
will go merrily along his way. But, 
when he discovers that someone 
is brave enough to track down 
what he has said to its source, his 
brave front melts away.

WASHINGTON— (JP) —The Air 
Force says it is continuing to 
check all “flying saucer” reports 
and w elcomes them. But checking 
is done now 
through “normal 
staff channels’* rather than as a 
special project. 
“In most cases,** an Air Force 
spokesman 
said, 
“the 
findings 
have proved to be weather bal­ 
loons and natural phenomena. 
“There remains, 
however, 
a 
number of reported sightings that 
cannot be thus explained, and as 
long as this is true, the Air Force 
will continue to study the pro­ 
blem.” 
All reports are turned over to 
the air technical intelligence cen­ 
ter at W right-Patterson Air Force 
base. 
The spokesman said this con­ 
tinued interest should not be in­ 
terpreted by the public “that new 
evaluations have been made or 
that new conclusions have been 
reached. This is not the case.” 
The statem ent was in answer to 
queries concerning a Life maga­ 
zine report that the Air Force is
